The shots were fired 
with the muzzle of the weapon close to 
the victim's face.

“Contrary to Law to Sell Intoxi- 
cating Liquors,” Says Sign Over 
Many Wide Open Bars in Tennes- 
see Town—More Than Half the. 
Saloons Doing Business.

MEMPHIS (Tenn.) July 1.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The largest prohibition 
city im the world bore her honers 
blushingly today, the transition from 


the saloon to soft drink — bay. 


More than half of the 700 saloons 
opened as usual and some of the others 
will come in after the test has been 
made, Beyond seizing a couple of bot- 
tles of beer for analysis, the police 
took no step to stop the sale of in- 
toxicants. They had been advised by 
Chief Davis that the illicit sale of 
whiskey would be treated as any other 
erime, but that they were not expected 
to go out of their way and neglect 
other duties to act as sleuths in the 
liquor business. 

Saloon keepers open for business to- 
day insist that they were obeying the 
law, and across many bars were the 
legend, it is contrary to_law to sell 
intoxicating liquors.” However, there 
were rumors that genuine beer and 
whiskey were being freely dispensed. 

Brewery wagons with streamers tell- 
ing that the court had- enjoined inter- 
ference were driven about the streets, 
loaded with kegs of beer, but they had 
few customers, the saloonists having 
apparentiy laid in a full supply before 
midnight. 

Saloon men have been advised by 
counsel that they have the right to 
sell the prohibited beverages, and im- 
mdiately twelve or fifteen have planned 
to attack the law.

Second and Greater Earthquake | 
Visits Southern Italy Mother and 

Victims Because Few 
Mere Left to Be Destroyed. 


ESSINA, July 1.—Messina expe- 
rienced two terrific earthquakes 
at about 7:30 this morning. The 
shocks were accompanied by roari 

sounds and are sald to have had «a 


stronger and more undulatory move- 


ment than the earthquake of last De- 
cember which destroyed Messina, Reg- 
gio and other cities, laid waste many 
villages in Calabria and killed 200, 000 
persons. 

Although the shocks today had no 
such terrible consequences, the 25,000 
residents of the city were thrown into 
terror. They ran into the streets, 
panic-stricken, and tonight nearly the 
entire population is encamped in the 
open places, fearing to return to the 
structures that have served them as 
homes since the city was destroyed. 

The broken walls of the old rums 
were thrown to the ground and Mes- 
sina was for a few minutes smothered 
in a cloud of dust. 

MOTHER AND CHILD KILLED. 

The casualties were few, and the 
only persons killed, as far as is known, 
were a young woman and her child. 
The woman had come here only a few 
days ago and had settied in rooms 
which the great earthquake had left 
relatively undamaged. She was stand- 
ing in the doorway when the shock oc- 
curred, and rushed inside to save her 
child. Before she could escape from 
the room the second shock threw down 
the walls, burying both mother and 
babe under the debris. & 15 

Several persons were struck by de- 
tached stones, Dut, as far as known, 
no one was fatally injured. 

The first shock was followed quickly 
by a second, and the people fied pen 
mell to the American quarter, which 
they seemed to feel was their safest 
place of refuge. So great was the rush 
to the American houses that the au- 
thorities were unable to check the in- 
vasion.

The intervenors in the suit by the 
Southern Pacific to recover $1,500,000 
from the California Development Com- 
pany for work done in the Imperial 
Valley, are making a hard fight before 
Judge Houser in the Superior Court to 
save their stock holdings. 

One of the sensational bits of testi- 
mony was given this week by Edwin 
A. Meserve, attorney at one time for 
the California Development Company, 
and still one of its directors. He told 
of a trip East to confer with E. H. 
Harriman in regard to the relations 
between the Southerp Pacific and the 
development company. 

Meserve testified that Harriman 
asked him who he represented, and he 
answered, “the California Development 
Company.” 

ell, ain't I the California Develop- 
ment Company?’ asked Harriman. 

“You are not.“ was Meserve's an- 


ewer, 

Accord to his testimony, Meserve 
explained the railroad king about 
the contract which he drew up and 
under which the Southern Pacific be- 
came interested in the Imperial Valley 
country. By this contract the South- 
ern Pacific is limited in its action 
against the company. Harriman 
changed the conversation and paid a 
high eulogy to Epes Randolph. 

Meserve testified that while he was 
couhsel for the California Development 
Company he was also a director, but 
that he and the other directors repre- 
senting the stockholders of the com- 
pany were forced to present their res- 
ignations to William J. Doran, repre- 
senting the Southern

pany is composed of seven men. Four 
of them are Southern fic repre- 
sentatives, each holding one share of 


stock, They are W. J. Doran, Epes 
Randolph, R. H. Ingram and Assistant

bound hand and foot by their resigna- 
tions on file.

| ‘THE BURDENS OF LEGALITY. 


One of the tendencies of these times which 
need careful consideration and judicious repression 
the enacting of too many, too complicated and 


recogn ble 
thought in the back of his head, which to him 
seems very important, naturally reaches the con- 
clusion that his is the one measure which ought to 
pass Council, Legislature or Congress. 

We have a case right before us. The banking 
laws in force in the State of California were 
chaotic and ineffective. It was generally acknow!l- 
edged that a new act was desirable, if not abso- 
lutely necessary. With this view present, the ablest 


is found, when practically applied, to be very diffi- 
cult of operation. If a law so long and carefully 
considered, framed by experts in the banking busi- 
ness, is found to contain certain features difficult 
to wor

. There are the anti-trust laws 
which were passed at the insistent clamor of a 
large majority of the people of the United States. 
The notion was carefully disseminated throughout 
rsons of no experience, of shal- 


ing opinion, holding that the original act known 


as the Sherman law was unconstitutional. Justice 
Field stated that it was an infringement. upon 
State rights, that it would effect hardship, not 
benefit, to the public, and that the first persons hit 
in its application would probably be those it was 


ernment in 1893 during the Debs industrial rebel- 
lion. The very act that was intended to protect 
the people and “cinch” the railroads, protected the 
railroads and restrained a large body of the peo- 
ple intent upon doing wrong to the vested rights 
of others as well as to the owners of railroads. 

This law has been amended from time to time, 
and in its everyday operation under the Interstate 
Commerce Commission it hits the people a hundred 
times for the once it affects railroads or other 
large combinations. Now, this is got’ the fault of 
the courts. It is the direct natural application of 
the law. Let us take a couple of concrete, al- 
though supposititious, examples. 

A shipper approaches a railroad agent in New 
sylvania, let us assume. He makes 
arrangements to send a quantity of goods, large 
or small, to some point on the Pacific Coast. The 
eastern agent classifies the goods actording to the 
classification ruling at point where the goods 
originate, and files a bill of lading which the spip- 
per signs on the basis of that eastern classification. 
In due time the goods arrive in California. The 
classification on western railroads is entirely dif- 
ferent from that in the East. The railroad clerk 
made a mistake. He received the goods on east- 
ern classifications and charged freight rates on 
western classification. When the goods arrive here, 
consigned to the shipper himself, and he goes to 
the railroad office to procure them, he finds he has 
to pay perhaps as much freight on this end as he 
paid on the other, where he supposed he was pay- 
ing all due. The discrepancy arises from the error 
made by the eastern. clerk. 

Now, before the anti-trust laws were in opera- 
tion that shipper-consignee could in every instance 
have gone to the Pacific Coast office and explained 
the situation, adjusted the difficulty and had his 
goods delivered to him without the payment of an- 
other dime. Under the operation of the Hepburn 
bill that is impossible. If the railroad arranged 
that difficulty, as it would have done prior to the 


existence of these laws, the railroad officials, the 


clerk who had a hand in the adjustment, and the 


Interstate Commerce Commission, be guilty of a 
felony and- subject to imprisonment. Our case is 
supposititious, but it is based upon transactions 
that arise almost daily. 

Let us assume another case. A railroad clerk 
in Oregon is approached by a shipper who. desires 
to send goods to Los Angeles or San Diego. If he 
will sign what is called a release blank, by which 
in case of loss or damage the railroad will be called 
upon to pay not more than $5 per hundredweight 
on the goods, they go under one freight classifi- 
cation at one freight rate. Now, our supposed 
case is that the railroad clerk in Oregon explains 
all this to the shipper, who accepts the situation 
and agrees to the terms. The goods are shipped; 
the low freight rate is paid; but the ‘clerk, in a 
moment of forgetfulness, fails to have the shipper 
sign the release blank. The goods get here with 
-po such conditions attached to them and take a 
higher freight rate. But for the anti-trust laws 
the railroad would take that matter up, send a 
wire to the agent in the northern State, and upon 
the confirmation of the statements made by the 
consignee in Los or San Diego his goods 
would be delivered/to him without paying any fur- 
ther freight. Now, under the laws as they stand 
and the rulings of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, a similar condition arises as in the case 
assumed nbove. If a railroad should adjust this 
difficulty to the satisfaction of the shipper-con- 
signee the company, its clerks and the shipper- 
consignee would all be guilty of a felony and liable 
to go to jail. ö 

Cases quite similar come up constantly in re- 
gard to passenger tickets. Individuals go to the 
railroad offices almost every day to make adjust- 
ments which would be carried out without any 
trouble prior to the existence of these complicated 
onti-trust laws. Under these laws and the ruling 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission it is in- 
cumbent upon the company, its agents and the 
traveler to stand absolutely pat. Any concession 
offered by the railroad company and accepted by 
the traveler is an infringement of the anti-trust 
laws, is regarded as the giving and accepting of a 
rebate—and to jail with both sides in the affair. 

We have pointed out time and again that laws 
of this kind are new in their origin and in their 
application; that they would be very Hkely to in- 
jure the public a hundred times to the corporations’ 
once; that they need continual tinkering before 
they will ever be brought into easily workable 
shape. With this conviction in mind we have re- 
peatedly demanded the most careful consideration 
on the part of courts trying cases under these laws 
so difficult of application. In every instance our 
interest has been that of the general public, not 
holding brief for any corporation, trust or com- 
bine.

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E FRIES INCIDENT. 

Too great a hubbub has been made over the 
crder of the War Department transferring Capt.

It was not to be expected that an 
War Department could be reversed by the 
of citizens. It was rather a ridiculous assumption 
that such a thing could be done. Look! 
eral in command orders a colonel to lead his force 
against the enemy. Along comes a remonstrance 
from a board of trade, asking that the battle be 
hung up. Preposterous! 

Capt. Fries has rendered most valuable service 
to the cause of harbor protection and consolidation. 
He has been vigilant and stalwart in watching and 
combating the moves of the enemy. His work has 
been great. The Times fully — mag his 
ability, his public spirit and his courtesy. It is no- 
terious, however, that Capt. Fries made a mistake, 
from an army standpoint, in lining up in local pol- 
ities and giving expression to his views on local 
political questions in public addresses. 

Now a scheme has been launched to embroil 
Capt. Fries in a bitter political controversy by ex- 
ploiting him as a political martyr and booming 
him for a municipal office to be created for him

Friends of Capt. Fries would be very unfriendly 
to him in projecting him into such a tight—for it 
certainly would be a fight. And su~nose he should 
get such an office, what security would he have 


against the results of a political overturn? Would 


it not be much better for the captain to honorably 
round out his career as an omeer of the United 
States army? Indeed, we think we can safely as- 
sume that it is the preference of Capt. Fries him- 
self to follow the latter course. 

The Times warns certain gentlemen prominently 
connected with the consolidation movement that 
they are imperiling the success of the cause by 
this doing politics with the name of Capt. Fries. 
The fewer antagonisms these gentlemen arouse at 
the present time, the better. 


Y YEARS IN SOCIOLOGY. 

A Blue Book has recently been published in 
England entitled “Public Health and Social Condi- 
tions.” We are always prepared for startling rev- 
elations of progress when.conditions in America or 
any other new country are under consideration. 
But we are not so ready for a shock when the 
study, involves conditions in an age-old nation like 
Great Britain. 

Going back to the middle of last year, the ter- 
minal date touched by this book, it seems that the 
population of the United Kingdom was 44,500,000 
—or a gain of about 3,000,000 since 1901, at which 
date there had been an increase for the previous 
fifty years of a little over 14,000,000, or close to 
51% per cent. It certainly is a surprise that in an 
old and settled country like the United Kingdom 
there should have taken place so large an increase 
of population in the second half of the past cen- 
tury. This fact is more startling when we realize 
that in the case of Ireland there was in these 
years a decrease in population amounting to over 
4,000,000. 

In the middle of the past century the population 
of England and Wales, as shown by this Blue 
Book, was almost equally divided between urban 
and rural. At the opening of the present century 
77 per cent. of the population of these two portions 
of the United Kingdom was urban. 

As to mortality, in the rural districts it is 23 
per cent. lower than in the urban. The death rate 
among infants under a year old shows a striking 
decline in the last ten years. The proportion of 
young persons at work in gainful occupations 
shows a decrease that is exceedingly encouraging. 
Agricultural laborers, male and female, show a 
very great diminution in the half-century. It is 
natural under such conditions to find that agricul- 
tural wages are 56 per cent. higher in 1907 than 
in 1850. In the middle of the century the average 
weekly wages were 9s.3%d., and in 1907, 148. 6d. 
As to general wages, there is an apparent increase 
during the half of the century of over 80 per cent. 
In the last forty years wages generally have risen 
by about 40 per cent. Now, it is generally stated 
by sociologists ignorant of their theme that the 
cost of living has increased faster than the increase 
in wages. It seems that taking two periods, 1850-60 
and 1897-1907, prices of commodities were on a 
level 24 per cent. lower in the latter period than 
in the former. 

There are a great many interestine facts shown 
in this recent Blue Book. The taxes imposed in 
England and Wales, known as “rates,” in 1850 pro- 
duced a revenue of nearly £10,000,000, or $50,000,000. 
In 1905-6 the amount of money so raised amounted

DENVER A FREE CITY. 
Labor Unions Demoralized, ‘Agitators 
“Retired,” and the Open Shop 
Permanently Established. 

J. W. Casey, a wealthy business 
man of Denver, who wag boycotted by 
the labor unions in 1904 because he 
failed to close one of his laundries on 
Labor Day, announces that Denver has 
been d@initely made an open-shop city 
by the antics of the unionites, and 
that the strike of the building trades, 
which began in April, has been effec- 
tively broken, demoralizing unionism 
generally. 
“The policy of the labor leaders in 
this strike was amusing—it generally 
is amuring to those who watch it from 
the outside,” said Mr. Casey at the 
Lankershim, where he is staying with 

his family. 

“One of the chief agitators in Den- 
ver is a man named George Hally, who 
is president of the Central Labor Coun- 
cil. Hally had political ambitions. He 
wanted office. He aspired to become 
State Treasurer. and demanded a place 
on the labor ticket. The unions, how- 
ever, had other ideas, and Hally was 
turned down. This angered him, and 
he warned all -hands that he would 
get even by bringing on a strike. He 
did u. 

“Last April the Carpenters’ Union 
got tried of the way the Central La- 
bor Council was nagging and dictating 
to it. Factions were created among 
the unions, and the situation got 80 
bad that the contractors became tired, 
too, and began filling places with non- 
union men. This was what the agi- 
tators had been working for, and the 
strike was called. 

“Tt is all over now. The contractors 
have all the help they need, and prep- 
arations are being made to begin work 
on a number of large buildings, for 
Denver is growing fast. and there is 
much building to be done. 

It fe safe to say that Denver has 
become an open-shop town for keeps. 
Neither the business men nor the con- 
tractors will have anything else. ; 

“Politically, I don’t know that there 
is much to talk about in our State ex- 
cept that there is much discontent 
with the failure of the Democrats in 
the Legislature to carry out their cam- 
paign pledges, all of which were mere- 
ly of lowal interest.“ 

Mr. Casey was beginning in business 
five years ago, when he unwittingly 
aroused the ire of the labor unionists: 
He owned a laundry, before which the 
parade passed on Labor Day. His 
laundry, like every other in the city. 
was running, but as the paraders 
pranced by all the girls in the laundry 
trooped put to the sidewalk in their 
working@/togs, and the unions were un- 
speakably shocked to see Labor Day 
so “desecrated.” The ban was put on
